If you get a traffic ticket, the|
odds are three to one it'll be for
speeding.

In a survey just completed by
the California Highway Patrol
38-7 per cent of all traffic cita-
tions written by the patrol were
shown to be issued for driving
too fast for existing conditions.

“Need of this type of enforce-
ment is emphasized by the fact
that 34.8 per cent of all acel-
dents in unincorporated areas of)
the state were caused by exces-
sive speed and reckless driv-
ing,” Patrol Commissioner B, R.
Caldwell pointed out.

“Because speed is by far. the
greatest cause of accidents, we|
are directing 'a proportionate,
share of enforcement .attention|
to this dangerous driving prac-
tice.” 'y A
‘Also, in order that no mo-
torist may be taken My sur
prise, we want everyene ' to|
know in advance that an im-|
portant objective of the Patrol
will be the apprehension of|
speeders,” he said.
